Gainesville. Ga.. June 1—Within a 


space of two minutes today a tornado 
dealt death and destruction to the city 
_f Gainesville and environs, 
killing 


U least one hundred people, wound- 
ng one hundred and fifty more, level- 
ng one hundred cottages to the ground 
md tearing two stories off the Gaines- 
ville cotton mill. 
Probably two- 


thirds of the killed were women and 
Children operatives in the cotton milla. 
The death list includes only about six 
icgroes. 
J »i 


From Clear Sky. 


The storm came from t|ie south out 


of almost a clear sky, swooping down 
on the Gainesville cotton mills, near 
the southern railroad station, at 12:45 
p. m. 
With a terrible crash the two upper 


stories were swept away leaving thirty 
two operatives dead. 
The cyclone 


then swept around the outskirts of 
the city to New Holland, two miles 
away, where are located the Pacolet 
cotton mills, one of the largest institu- 
tions of this character in the south. 


Women and Children. 


The mills were not seriously dam- 


nged, but probably 100 cottages near- 
by, occupied by the operatives em- 
oloyed in the mills were completely 
demolished, killing thirty-three peo- 
ple. 
These were mostly women and 


children, as the heads of the families 
were nearly all in the factory at work. 


The store of Joseph Logan near the 


Gainesville cotton mills was crushed 
by the wind and eight men who had 


on refuge there 
were 
Instantly 


killed.

i. ne Jones general store met a slmll- 


fate and in the ruins one man 


and one woman were crushed to death. 


Twelve at White Sulphur. 


Reports from White Sulphur, seven 


miles from Gainesville, are to the effect 
that the storm struck there with ter- 
rific force, killing a dozen 
people. 


This, however, is not confirmed. 


Dr. Smith, city physician of Gaines- 


ville, says he has visited 100 wounded 
and has personal knowledge of one 
hundred dead. 


The property loss at Pacolet mills 


is estimated at $75,000 and at 
the 


Gainesville cotton mills at $40,000. 


The local physicians are unable to 


cope wl'h the situation and surgeons 
and medical supplies were 
ordered 


sent from Atlanta.

Some houses were torn into frag- 


ments; others were lifted from their 
foundations and carried intact 
for 


blocks, while roofs sailed like leaves 
in the air and many 
persons 
wen! 


picked up and carried over the trees 
and houses for long distances. 


One of the first large buildings to 


fall was the Gainesville cotton mills, 
a three story structure. 
The third 


and second stories were shaved oft 
smoothly and it is believed every per- 
son working in them perished. About 
fifty were working in the mills at the 
time, but the great portion were In 
the lower story and escaped. 


Fire In Wreckage, 


In five brick buildings on the main 


street about eighteen people 
were 


killed most of them employes of stores. 


Fire has started In the wreckage and 


the department Is unable to get to 
it because of 
obstructions in 
the 


street. 


As soon as the storm had razed the 


buildings those not disabled immedi- 
ately went to work rescuing the vic- 
tihiii. 
Every male citizen who coui-i 


lend a hand promptly joined in the 
work of rescue. 
This work is now 


going on and the dead In the path of 
the storm are being identified and giv- 
en to relatives as rapidly as possible 
The cyclone tore down all the wires 
leading into Gainesville except those 
of the Southern Bell Telephone com- 
pany. 
These wires are now 
being 


used by survivors to communicate with 
the outside world. 


All surrounding towns have been ap- 


pealed to send 
doctors. 


The Southern 
depot was 
blown 


down.

molished and several people perished In 
the wreck. 
The cotton oil mills were 


blown 
down.

Dr. Moigan on the subject of the 


government spoke In part as follows: 


"The goveinment Is based upon the

pendence holds all men to be equal. 
"With till that we have in the way 


of resources and good government let 
us see what we find here. One thing 
that we find is the annihilation of the 
despotic principle known as the di- 
vine right of kings. 
A new doctrine 
has been introduced. Instead of the 
sovereignty of the government and the 
subjection of the people It is now the 
sovreignty of the people and the sub- 
jection of the government.

Declaration 
of 
Independence 


declaicd that all men shall have equal 
rights to life and libeity and the pur- 
suit of happiness. 
"It is presupposed In the Declara- 


tion of Independence that men are 
men nnd that they know what is best 
for their happiness and the ioea is not 
to set up the government as a guard- 
ian to deal with the people as chil- 
' r"Fii the preamble, of the constitution 
we find this same fact set forth. The 
second great piinciple in the Declar- 
ation of Independence Is that the gov- 
ernment is entirely separated from le- 


S"F-or such a principle who does not 
dare to die? The war of '61 was fought 
to establish for every man the rights 
of life and liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. Slavery was the cause of 
the war and strange as it may seem 
before the Declaration of Independ- 
ence wns signed this cause was oper- 
sitlne to grow to an extent which 
would spme daj- threaten the destruc- 
tion of the country.

During April when there was 
on 


several occasions freezing temperature 
there were many predictions that as 
a result of the cold the berry crop 
^ 


would be ruined. His experience has 
lead Provost to believe that the dam- 
age was caused by the heat and not 
by the cold. 
Speaking of the condi- 
tions yesterday he said: 
"The 
cold 


weather did not hurt the berries. 
Of 


course some of them were frost killed 
but the big shortage Is not due to that 
cause. 
The freezing weather 
killed 


only an occasional plant or its blooms 
where the plants were not well cov- 
ered. 
The damage to the berry crop 


was done by the h*at which proceeded 
the recent rains. 
The young berries 


were cooked. Then after the rain the 
temperature was so high 
that 
tha 


steam from the wet 
ground 
cooked 


those that had not been killed by the 
dry heat. 
If the heat had come 
on 


gradually after the rain the damage 
would have been less perhaps now but 
there is no remedy now. 
I estimate 


that the crop this year will be not 
to exceed one-third of an 
average. 


The conditions during the coming week 
may be so favorable as to Increase the 
crop but I am allowing some.for that. 
Thus far this season I have not deliv- 
ered as many as a dozen cases In a 
single day and it Is not uncommon, 
during a good season to deliver 
as 


many as 45 cases in a day so that thus 
far we are not getting more than 25 
per cent of the average. 
Of course 


there are among the berries that are 
being put on the market some very 
fine fruit, but that is not the rule. 
Even in years when the crop is short 
or averages poor there are berries that 
are far above the average quality. I 
have some and have seen fruit offered 
by other growers that was exception- 
ally fine but that is the exception and 
not the rule." 
Saturday the prices were very high 


when one considers that home grown 
fruit Is on the market. 
The range of 


prices was wide and the growers were 
demanding what is as a rule consider- 
ed high for a retail price. The lowest 
price quoted was (2 per case far an 
Inferior quality of fruit and from that 
It ranged up to $3.!iO per case or prac- 
tically 15 cents per quart. That price ' 
was paid only by those groceries who 
had their stocks 
exhausted 
before 


their evening trade commenced and 
' 


when they felt that they must 
have 


fruit for their regular customers. Tha ' 
grocers said that they could not han- 
dle much fruit at such prices and on* 
< 


man who had to pay 13.50 per case 
was gelling berries to his regular cus- 
tomers at 15 cents per 
quart, 
and

LIBRARIAN'S ANNUAL REPORT 


Some Faotg of Interest For Patrons 


of the Library, 


The twenty-eighth annual report of 


the work at the public library has 
been prepared by • Mrs. Alice Evans, 
the librarian and has been submitted 
to the library board, The report la for 
the fiscal year ending May 31. 


In the report are given some facts 


of interest to those who make use of 
the library. Mrs. Evans' report is in 
part as follows: 


Circulation. 


"In the 297 days during which l.he 


library was open, there were issued 
for' home use 85,635 books, which is 
an increase over last year. The cir- 
culation was cut down somewhat be- 
ffau4e.no books were loaned during the 
last ten days, owing to the fact 'that 
all books were called in preparatory to 
moving into the new library. The larg- 
est circulation for one day was 608 
on April 4th an'J the 
smallest day 


which occurred October 10th, was 80. 


The library was 
closed July 3rd 


from 12 in. to 7 p. m. on account .of 
Orlando Powers' funeral and again on 
January 10th, from' 1 to 6 p. m. on 
account of the funeral of Mrs. W. J. 
Quinlan, wife of the president of the 
library board. 


Reference Books. 


"The number of books used in tho 


reference department during -the past 
year was 9,101, making 2,841 more than 
last year. This does not include the 
reference bo*oks to which the people 
help, themselves. A large amount of the 
reference work done, has been for the 
pupils both in the high school and 
graded schools. Closely following, in 
the amount of. times spent in looking 
up topics, comes the work with clubs, 
particularly the Woman's club. Study 
class and Art class. 


Books in demand by club workers 


have in many instances, been made & 
day books, for the time, In order to 
make them accessible to more persons. 
| This, haa been done at the request of 
the classes. 
. 


The reference librarian has made 


soine very pretty and artistic bulletins 
on subject of current interest, . with 
select reading lists attached. A list of 
these bulletins and reading lists is ap- 
pended.
